TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  BIDDULPH 
URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1964.  The  extensive 
building  programme,  and  especially  the  estate  for  miners  coming 
from  other  areas,  has  resulted  in  a marked  increase  in  the  mid-year 
estimate  of  population;  of  this  increase,  139  being  due  to  natural 
increase  and  the  remainder  to  population  influx. 

Total  live  births  showed  a slight  fall  as  did  stillbirths,  the 
birth  rate  remaining  rather  below  the  national  figure.  The  number 
of  illegitimate  births  remained  static  while  the  illegitimate  birth 
rate  remained  at  half  the  national  figure. 

One  maternal  death  associated  with  childbirth  occurred  in  the 
year,  occurring  at  home  and  being  due  to  a cause  which  unfortunately 
did  not  respond  to  treatment. 

Seven  infant  deaths  occurred,  five  of  them  in  the  immediate 
peri-natal  period  from  causes  for  which  there  is  at  present  no  treat- 
ment. Of  the  remaining  two,  one  occurred  from  a cause  which  could 
have  responded  to  treatment. 

Deaths  decreased  by  14  to  128,  and  the  crude  death  rate  to 
8.5  per  thousand  population.  Diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels, 
mamly  degenerative  diseases,  again  accounted  for  the  largest  group 
of  deaths.  Many  of  these  deaths  could  be  prevented,  or  at  least 
postponed  for  many  years  if  simple  preventive  action  were  taken  by 
each  individual.  Cure  is  not  possible,  the  processes  of  degeneration 
cannot  be  revised,  but  prevention  of  much  chronic  ill  health  and 
premature  death  is  possible  now. 

The  ten  deaths  from  cancer  of  lung  and  five  from  bronchitis 
are  again  almost  completely  preventable  by  individual  action. 
Cigarette  smoking  has  been  high-lighted  as  the  major  factor  in 
causing  lung  cancer,  but  this  habit  makes  a much  greater  contribution 
to  early  death  and  crippling  chronic  ill  health  as  a significant  factor 
in  the  causation  of  coronary  heart  disease  and  of  chronic  bronchitis. 
In  the  latter  disease,  the  irritation  caused  by  tobacco  smoke  is  much 
aided  in  damaging  the  lungs  by  atmospheric  pollution  at  work,  in  the 
home  and  in  the  street. 

Incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  low  throughout  the  year 
except  for  the  commencement  of  an  epidemic  of  measles  whicn 
carried  on  into  1965.  The  disease  followed  the  pattern  of  recent  years 
and  remained  mild. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  work  was  well  in  hand  on  the  Welfare 
accommodation  being  built  at  Gillow  Heath,  and  a further  136 
Miners’  houses  on  the  Park  Lane  Estate  were  completed,  bringing 
the  total  to  182  out  of  the  210  planned.  There  were  also  116  private 
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houses  or  bungalows  completed  during  the  year,  many  being  occupied 
by  people  moving  into  the  district. 

No  further  progress  was  made  in  the  clearance  of  the  14  unfit 
houses  comprising  the  Brook  Street  Clearance  Area,  as  the  Council 
were  still  negotiating  for  the  purchase  of  the  necessary  land  on  which 
to  build  the  new  houses  for  the  14  families. 

As  reported  in  1963,  agreement  was  reached  with  the  Stafford- 
shire Potteries  Water  Board  for  the  am.algamation  of  the  Council’s 
water  undertaking,  but  by  the  end  of  1964  agreement  had  not  been 
reacned  on  the  actual  date  of  transfer. 

During  the  year  the  Council  approved  the  scheme  for  sewage 
works  extension  as  submitted  by  their  Consultants  and  directed  that 
the  scheme  be  submitted  to  the  Minister  for  approval. 

The  Consultants’  report  on  the  Recreation  Ground  was 
approved  and  work  had  commenced  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Council  employees  were  examined  as  necessary  in  connection 
with  the  Sickness  Pay  Scheme  and  Superannuation  Scheme.  Two 
Vv^ere  examined  and  found  fit  in  connection  with  the  Sickness  Pay 
Scheme.  One  officer  was  examined  prior  to  employment. 

In  submitting  this  report  I wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of 
the  capable  help  given  at  all  times  by  your  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  to  the  Water  Ehgineer  for  his  comiments  on  Water  Supply  in 
Section  D.

Note  on  Adjusted  Birth  Rate 

Local  birth  rates  are  usually  expressed  in  terms  of  population. 
These  populations  are  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  and 
comprise  persons  of  ail  ages,  including  many  who  quite  obviously 
have  no  influence  on  the  reproductive  process.  These  latter  do,  how- 
ever, effect  the  birth  rate  in  that  a preponderance  of  them  in  the 
population  of  an  area  tends  to  lower,  and  a small  proportion  of  them 
to  raise,  the  true  rate.  Considerable  variation  in  the  size  of  this 
proportion  exists  in  different  areas  and  it  is  therefore  apparent  that 
the  elimination  by  standardisation  of  such  a factor  enables  a truer 
comparison  between  areas. 

A result  on  these  lines  is  obtained  through  the  issue  by  the 
Registrar  General  of  a comparability  factor  for  each  area  for  use 
v.uth  birth  rates.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  resulting  from  the  multi- 
plication of  the  crude  birth  rate  of  an  area  by  its  comparability  factor 
may  be  regarded  as  being  comparable  with  the  adjusted  rate  of  any 
other  area  or  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales.

Causes  of  Death 

Malignant  disease  (Cancer)  : 33  deaths  were  due  to  this  i.e., 
25.8%  of  all  deaths.  Cancer  of  the  lung  killed  8 males,  aged  52  to  75 
and  2 females,  aged  56  and  60. 

Cardio- Vascular  disease  : This  caused  55  deaths  mainly  in  old 
people  i.e.,  43%  of  all  deaths. 

Respiratory  disease  ; (Pneumonia,  bronchitis  and  other 
respiratory  disease)  caused  12  deaths  i.e.,  9.4%  of  all  deaths 

Accidental  Deaths 

Industrial  Accidents  : Two  deaths  occurred,  one  being  a male 
aged  65  who  died  from  broncho-pneumonia  and  an  old  fracture  of 
the  lumbar  spine  which  was  sustained  when  crushed  by  a moving 
journey  of  coal  mine  tubs.  The  other  was  a male  aged  53,  who  died 
from  traumatic  injuries  caused  by  being  crushed  by  a pit  prop  caught 
in  mining  machinery  at  Chatterley  Whitfield  Colliery. 

Other  Accidental  Deaths  : Four  deaths  occurred,  three  male 
and  one  female.  Of  the  three  male  deaths,  one  aged  36  died  from  coal 
gas  poisoning,  one  aged  28  died  from  fracture  of  the  skull  and 
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destruction  of  the  brain  after  being  struck  by  a train,  and  the  third 
aged  79  died  as  a result  of  injuries  sustained  in  falling  from  a hospital 
bed.  The  female  aged  73,  died  of  injuries  sustained  in  a fall  at  home. 

Motor  Vehicle  Accidents  : There  was  one  death  from  motor 
vehicle  accidents,  a male  aged  24  who  died  from  injuries  as  a result 
of  a collision  between  his  motor-cycle  and  a motor  car. 

Suicide 

There  was  one  case,  a male  aged  41,  who  died  from  coal  gas 
poisoning.

SECTION  B 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


The  Urban  District  Council  is  the  Sanitary  authority  responsible 
for  the  environmental  services.  It  delegates  to  its  Health  Committee 
“ Authority  and  power  to  institute  any  proceedings  or  to  do  any 
act  which  the  Council  might  have  instituted  or  done  for  the  suppres- 
sion of  nuisances  and  the  safeguarding  of  public  health,  but  not  the 
raising  of  any  loans  or  the  making  of  any  rate  or  contract.” 

The  following  additional  committees  are  responsible  in  one 
form  or  another  with  matters  of  public  health  : Water,  Housing  and 
Planning  and  Building. 

Staffordshire  County  Council,  as  the  Local  Health  Authority 
under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  1946,  administers  all  local 
authority  health  functions  within  the  Urban  District.  These  include 
National  and  Child  Welfare,  Domiciliary  Midwifery,  General  Nursing, 
Health  Visiting,  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After  Care, 
Ambulance  Service,  Home  Help  Service  and  Mental  Welfare.  Day 
to  day  administration  is  carried  out  by  the  Leek  Area  Health 
Committee  on  which  the  Council  has  a representative. 

Ambulance  Service  (Section  27) 

The  Biddulph  Station  adjoins  the  Fire  Station.  There  are  one 
ambulance  and  two  sitting  cars  and  a staff  of  six — one  officer  and  5 
drivers.  The  hours  were  extended  to  16  hours  from  1st  April  ,1965, 
covering  the  period  8.0  a.m.  to  midnight  Monday  to  Friday;  Saturday 
the  hours  are  8.0  a.m.  to  1.0  p.m.  Outside  these  hours  the  service  is 
covered  by  adjacent  24  hour  stations. 

Prior  to  April,  1965,  the  station  closed  at  10.0  p.m, 

Biddulph  is  served  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service, 
Stafford.  This  is  directed  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  for  the 
Ministry  of  Health.  It  is  a component  of  a free  national  laboratory 
service  for  England  and  Wales.  The  work  of  the  Laboratory  is 
designed  to  assist  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  general 
practitioners  in  the  diagnosis,  prevention  and  control  of  communicable 
diseases.  Its  activities  include  the  examination  of  throat  and  nose 
swabs,  sputum,  blood  and  excreta  of  human  origin  as  aids  to 
diagnosis  of  suspected  and  actual  infectious  diseases.  Its  sanitary 
v;ork  includes  mainly  the  bacteriological  examination  of  drinking 
water,  the  testing  of  sampled  milk  for  cleanliness  and  for  the  presence 
of  the  tubercle  bacillus  and  other  pathogenic  organisms,  and  the 
bacteriological  testing  of  ice-cream.,  synthetic  cream,  and  shellfish  as 
distributed  to  the  user  or  consumer.  Its  staff  is  available  to 
participate  in  the  investigation  of  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  in 
the  area  which  it  serves  with  the  general  aim  of  preventing  or 
controlling  disease. 
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Sputum  : During  19-34  the  laboratory  services  investigater  32 
specimens  of  sputum  submitted  for  examination  for  the  tubercle 
bacillus.  All  the  specimens  were  examined  by  direct  microscopy  and 
none  were  positive  to  this  test.  34  were  submitted  to  examination  by 
cultural  methods  and  none  of  these  was  positive  for  tubercle  bacilli. 

Faeces  : 14  specimens  were  submitted  to  the  laboratory  for 
bacterial  examination,  10  by  local  Medical  Practitioners  and  4 by  the 
local  authority,  no  samples  were  reported  as  positive  to  Shigella 
Sonnei. 

Milk  : The  Laboratory  continues  to  report  on  the  results  of 
biological  tests  for  tuberculosis  in  samples  of  milk  submitted  to  it 
by  the  County  Council  and  sold  retail  in  the  Urban  District.  66  such 
samples  were  examined  in  1964  and  none  was  found  to  be  positive 
for  tubercle  bacilli.  All  the  samples  were  ordinary  tuberculin  tested 
milk.  This  is  the  eleventh  successive  year,  and  among  745  samples, 
that  no  positive  sample  of  milk  has  been  recorded.  This  is  a measure 
of  the  improved  condition  of  herds.  The  County  Council  Milk 
Sampling  Officer  also  submitted  to  the  laboratory  during  the  year 
237  samples  for  bacteriological  examination,  69  of  these  were  sub- 
mitted to  the  phosphatase  test — a test  done  on  milk  sold  as  sterilised 
milk — and  all  passed.  155  samples  were  submitted  to  the  methylene 
blue  test — a test  for  bacterial  presence,  which  measures  the  cleanli- 
ness of  the  milk,  17  samples — tuberculin-tested  type — failed  to  pass 
the  test. 

A table  showing  these  results  is  cn  page  28. 

Vacciiiies : The  laboratory  distributes  in  the  prevention  of 
disease,  diphtheria  prophylactic,  and  calf  lymph  for  smallpox 
vaccination.  It  makes  available  measles  prophylactic  for  the  passive 
immunisation  of  contacts  and  distributes  outfits  for  the  collection  of 
pathological  material. 

For  the  convenience  of  local  medical  practitioners  and  for  use 
at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  the  following  antigenic  materials  are 
held  available  at  the  Council  Offices,  Poliomyelitis  vaccine,  triple 
antigen  (diphtheria,  pertussis  and  tetanus)  combined  diphtheria 
tetanus  antigen,  tetanus  toxoid  and  diphtheria  prophylactic  in  several 
forms.  No  stock  of  calf  lymph  is  held  at  the  Council  Offices. 

Mortuary 

The  Council's  mortuary  is  situated  in  Wharf  Road.  Essential 
equipment  is  provided  by  the  local  authority  and  a mortuary  atten- 
dant is  available  when  required.  The  mortuary  was  used  on  three 
occasions  during  1964  and  two  post-mortems  were  carried  out. 
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SECTION  C 


PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND 
OTHER  DISEASES 

The  prevalence  of  notifiable  infectious  and  other  diseases  during 
the  year  was  slightly  lower  than  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  confirmed  notifications  of  infectious  disease 
in  1964  was  188  compared  to  214  in  1963  and  64  in  1962. 

A table  showing  the  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  during 
1964  appears  in  the  report  on  page  13. 

The  Infectious  Disease  Isolation  Hospital  for  the  area  is  at 
Eucknall — a comparatively  short  distance  away.  This  hospital 
receives  all  types  of  infectious  disease  apart  from  sm. allpox  which  is 
treated  at  the  Witton  Smallpox  Hospital,  Birmingham.  Admission 
is  arranged  directly  by  the  local  general  practitioners  and  transport 
is  provided  by  the  local  Ambulance  Service. 

Scarlet  Fever 

This  disease  was  miore  prevalent  in  1964 — 9 cases  occurred 
compared  to  1 in  1963  and  3 in  1962. 

The  disease  in  general  is  now  a very  mild  one. 

Whooping  Cough 

7 cases  were  notified  during  the  year  compared  to  27  in  1963 
and  none  in  1962. 

I am  convinced  that  mothers  should  have  their  children 
immunised  against  this  disease.  There  is  no  doubt  that  such  immunis- 
ation lessens  the  effect  of  the  illness,  if  contracted.  The  children 
can  be  immunised  by  the  general  practitioners  or  at  the  Welfare  Clinic, 
preferably  by  using  a combined  antigen  which  affords  protection 
against  diphtheria  and  tetanus  at  the  same  time.  The  initial  course 
of  immunisation  consists  of  three  injections  commencing  when  the 
baby  is  three  to  four  months  old. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis 

The  district  was  again  free  of  this  disease  during  1964.  The 
figures  of  cases  for  the  last  few  years  are  shown  on  page  14. 

Vaccination  is  now  available  to  all  under  40  years  of  age  using 
either  oral  (live)  or  killed  (Salk)  vaccine  by  injection. 

Measles 

The  end  of  the  year  saw  the  commencement  of  an  epidemic 
extending  into  1965.  The  disease  remained  relatively  mild. 
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Di|>htheria 

There  has  again  been  no  case  in  Biddulph.  Continued  freedom 
from  this  disease  is  dependent  on  complete  immunisation  of  the  child- 
hood population.  Parents  should  be  fully  aware  of  their  duty  to  have 
the  children  immunised  in  infancy.  The  state  of  imimunity  is 
achieved  by  three  injections  with  one  month  between,  and  should  be 
commenced  at  four  months  of  age.  A booster  dose  should  be  given 
at  age  5 years,  and  it  is  desirable  to  give  a further  booster  during 
school  life,  at  age  8 — 10  years.  — 

Dysentery 

No  case  was  notified  in  1964. 

Acute  Pneumonia 

This  disease  increased  slightly  in  1964  to  3 cases,  compared 
to  2 in  1963.  Ages  were:  two  aged  61  and  one  aged  65.  No  admission 
was  made  to  hospital. 

Food  Poisoning 

No  case  was  notified  in  1964. 

Tuberculosis 

The  year  commenced  with  a total  of  84  persons  on  the  Register 
and  a further  3 persons  were  added  during  the  year — all  new  cases. 
It  was  possible  to  remove  18  names  from  the  Register  so  that  a totai 
of  69  persons  was  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  1964. 

The  new  cases  are  always  of  interest. 

Two  were  of  pulmonary  type.  The  ages  were  : — 

Male — 81  years  who  later  died  from  this  disease. 

Female — 32  years. 

The  one  non-pulmonary  type  was  a male  aged  68  years. 

In  recent  years  the  number  of  cases  has  been  fairly  steady. 
The  proportion  of  cases  in  Biddulph  at  31-12-64  is  4.56  per  1,000 
population,  which  is  a marked  decrease  on  previous  years. 

The  Health  Visitors  provide  progress  reports  on  tuberculosis 
patients  already  on  the  register  and  reports  upon  environmental 
conditions  of  new  patients. 

Vaccination  and  immunisation 

The  following  figures  have  been  supplied  to  me  by  the  Leek 
Area  Health  Office  of  the  County  Council  showing  the  work  done  in 
the  District  under  the  County  Council’s  Vaccination  and  Immunisation 
Scheme.

SECTION  D 


Water  Supplies 

When  the  year  commenced,  the  rather  critical  situation 
discussed  in  my  Report  for  1963  had  not  been  relieved  and  demand, 
although  not  unduly  high  in  terms  of  individual  consumption,  con 
tinned  to  necessitate  an  extremely  high  rate  of  abstraction  from  the 
principal  source  of  supply,  Elmhurst  Borehole. 

In  the  two  months  May  and  June  an  average  of  450,000  gallons 
per  day  were  drawn  from  the  Borehole  as  against  the  statutory 
maximum  of  400.000  in  any  one  day  and  for  the  greater  part  of  the 
year  the  rate  of  abstraction  exceeded  430,000  gallons  per  day. 

The  situation  was,  however,  finally  relieved  when,  in  October, 
1964,  the  Staffordshire  Potteries  Water  Board  completed  the  laying 
of  the  12in.  trunk  main  from  their  area  of  supply  and  connected 
into  the  Council’s  distribution  system  at  the  “ Post  Box,”  Tunstall 
Road. 

For  the  last  part  of  the  year,  the  Brown  Lees,  Newpool  Road, 
Knypersley  and  Park  Lane  areas,  representing  a consumption  of 
approximately  150,000  gallons /day  were  supplied  from  this  source 
permitting  a substantial  reduction  in  the  demand  upon  Elmhurst  and 
affording  improved  pressure  in  certain  of  these  areas  where  con- 
ditions in  this  respect  had  deteriorated  over  the  past  several  years. 

In  the  event,  final  agreement  upon  the  terms  of  amalgamation 
with  the  Staffordshire  Potteries  Water  Board  was  not  reached  in 
time  for  this  to  take  place  at  1st  April,  1964,  and  it  is  now  anticipated 
that  1st  April.  1966,  will  be  confirmed  as  the  appointed  day. 

During  the  year,  further  mains  have  been  laid  to  supply  new 
private  residential  development  at  Meadowstyle  (Newpool  Road), 
Lea  Meadows  (Well  Lane),  Mill  Hayes,^  Leek  Lane  (Biddulph  Moor), 
and  to  new  Council  development  at  Gillow  Heath. 

At  present,  approximately  4,422  houses  comprising  99%  of  the 
population  have  a piped  water  supply  to  the  premises  wfith  only  o6 
houses  in  outlying  areas  having  no  piped  supply.

Although  three  samples  from  Biddulph  Park  Springs  were 
unsatisfactory,  the  piped  supplies  containing  water  from  this  source, 
and  which  had  been  chlorinated,  were  satisfactory. 

One  unsatisfactory  sample  from,  the  Biddulph  Park  supply  was 
from  an  area  where  new  mains  had  been  laid.  Subsequent  samples 
were  satisfactory. 

The  Whitemoor  supply,  the  source  of  which  is  a spring,  and 
which  supplies  16  houses,  is  untreated  and  periodically  reveals 
evidence  of  slight  contamination. 


The  private  spring  supply  reported  as  unsatisfactory,  is  in  an 
area  not  served  by  the  Council’s  water  mains. 


Chemical  Samples 

Two  samples  were  taken  from  Elmhurst  Borehole  and  Biddulph 
Park  piped  supply.  Both  were  satisfactory.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 
(a)  Sewage  Works 


The  sewage  works  have  operated  normally  during  the  year 
but  with  the  continuing  development  of  the  district  and  overloading 
of  the  works,  the  effluent,  as  previously  reported,  has  been  less  than 
satisfactory. 

Proposals  for  extension  of  the  works,  prepared  by  the  Council’s 
Consultant  Engineers  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  in  June,  1964,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  next 
step  in  the  matter  will  be  the  holding  of  a Public  Enquiry  by  the 
Minister  on  a date  yet  to  be  announced. 

In  the  meantime,  the  Council  have  authorised  their  Consultant 
Engineers  to  proceed  with  the  construction  at  the  works  of  a scaled 
down  pilot  plant  which,  it  is  anticipated,  will  provide  information  that 
will  be  of  value  in  the  final  detailed  design  of  the  new  works  and 
the  sludge  disposal  arrangements. 

(b)  Sewerage  Generally 

The  Biddulph  Moor  Sewerage  Scheme,  commenced  in  August, 
1960,  was  completed  during  the  year.  The  connection  of  house  drains 
to  the  new  sewers  and  the  conversion  of  pail  closets  to  water  closets 
was  completed  at  all  premises  where  this  was  possible.  A total  of 
230  premies  was  connected  to  the  new  sewers  and  218  pail  closets 
etc.,  were  converted  to  water  closets. 

The  completion  of  this  scheme,  in  addition  to  the  provision  of 
water  closets  to  many  properties  for  the  first  time,,  has  also  enabled 
many  urLsatisfactory  septic  tanks  to  be  abolished  and  has  removed 
much  pollution  of  ditches,  watercourses,  etc.,  which  previously  existed 
from  unsewered  properties. 
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The  Council  approved  in  principle  the  sewering  of  the  Pool  Fold 
and  Biddulph  Park  areas,  and;  instructed  the  Surveyor  to  prepare  the 
necessary  schemes  for  further  consideration. 

Closet  Accomimoclation 

With  the  completion  of  the  Biddulph  Moor  sewage  scheme  the 
opportunity  was  taken  during  the  year  to  carry  out  a survey  of 
houses  not  on  main  sewers  to  check  the  type  of  closet  accommodation 
available.  It  was  found  that  255  houses,  mainly  situated  in  the 
scattered  outlying  parts  of  the  district  were  provided  with  pail 
closets,  etc. 

During  the  year  a further  25  conversions  of  pail  closets  to 
water  closets  were  carried  out,  21  in  the  Biddulph  Moor  area  and  4 
elsewhere. 

Public  Conveniences 

There  have  been  no  further  steps  taken  by  the  Council  in  the 
provision  of  additional  public  conveniences  during  the  year,  and 
operation  of  the  present  establishments  has  continued  on  a normal 
basis. 

Clean  Air  Act 

The  smoke  recording  apparatus  installed  in  1959  continued  in 
operation  throughout  the  year.  Although  there  is  no  serious  atmos- 
pheric pollution  in  the  district,  the  readings  taken  from  the  machine, 
which  are  sent  to  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research,  along  with  the  readings  submitted  by  over  400  other  local 
authorities,  enables  the  department  to  compile  figures  for  inclusion 
in  their  “ National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution.” 

No  action  has  yet  been  taken  in  connection  with  smoke  control 
areas  and  none  is  contemplated. 

Caravans 

Under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  1960, 
occupiers  of  sites  and/or  caravans  are  required  to  obtain  licences 
from  the  Council.  The  Act  is  designed  to  control  sites  from  both 
planning  and  Public  Health  aspects.  There  is  one  licenced  site  in 
the  district,  for  a maximum  of  21  caravans. 

Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 

This  new  Act,  the  main  provisions  of  which  came  into  force 
during  the  year  under  review,  is  designed  to  make  fresh  provision 
for  securing  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  persons  employed  to 
work  in  offices  or  shop  premises  and  certain  railway  premises. 

The  Act  contains  provisions  concerning  cleanliness,  overcrowd- 
ing, temperature,  ventilation,  lighting,  sanitary  and  washing  faciliities. 
drinking  water,  machinery,  first-aid  and  fire  precautions. 

The  occupiers  of  all  premises  to  which  the  Act  applies  are 
required  to  register  their  premises  with  the  appropriate  authority, 
generally  the  local  authority  or  Her  Majesty’s  Factory  Inspectorate. 

By  the  end  of  the  year,  68  premises  had  been  registered  with 
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the  Council,  of  which  17  had  been  inspected  under  the  terms  of  the 
Act.  A total  of  256  persons  were  employed  and  32  contraventions 
were  found. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  Council’s  refuse  collection  services  continued  to  operate 
efficiently  throughout  the  year.  97%  of  all  properties  in  the  district 
receive  a weekly  collection,  of  the  remainder  only  38  properties  do 
not  receive  a service. 

Due  to  the  continued  development  of  the  district  and  the 
resultant  increase  in  the  demand  for  refuse  collection  services,  a new 
vehicle  was  brought  into  operation  during  the  year. 

The  incentive  bonus  scheme,  introduced  in  September,  1963,  to 
increase  the  efficiency  of  the  service  and  to  help  to  overcome  the 
labour  problems  associated  with  this  service,  continued  to  operate 
satisfactorily. 

Consideration  was  given  to  the  provision  of  additional  land 
for  refuse  disposal.  The  present  tip  has  a very  limited  life  and 
alternative  disposal  facilities  have  to  be  provided.  The  opportunity 
v/as  taken  to  consider  other  means  of  disposal  to  that  of  tipping  and 
incineration  was  thought  to  be  a possible  solution  to  the  problem. 
This  matter  was  still  receiving  consideration. 

The  work  of  nightsoil  collection  again  reduced  slightly  due 
to  additional  closet  conversions,  but  with  the  completion  of  the 
Biddulph  Moor  sewage  scheme  no  further  substantial  reduction  is 
likely.  Approximately  170  pails  are  emptied,  the  majority  weekly, 
and  this  service  necessitates  the  use  of  a vehicle  for  one  and  half 
days  per  week. 

It  is  worthy  of  record  that  since  the  end  of  the  war,  a total 
of  1116  pail  closets,  etc.,  have  been  converted  to  water  closets. 

Salvage 

The  collection  of  waste  paper  continued,  and  due  to  the  import 
duty  imposed  on  certain  imports,  the  demand  for  such  material 
increased.  Restrictions  on  tonnage  were  removed  and  the  paper  mills 
can  receive  all  waste  paper  salvage  which  can  be  collected.

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction 

The  Council  employs  one  part-time  rodent  operator  for  the 
destruction  of  rats  and  mice.  A free  service  is  given  to  prlva% 
dwelling-houses  and  when  business  or  agricultural  premises  are 
treated  the  cost  is  charged  to  the  occupier. 

Regular  treatments  of  the  Council’s;  refuse  tip  and  sewage 
works,  and  two  further  treatments  for  the  destruction  of  rats  in 
sewers  were  carried  out.

Improvement  Grants 

The  Council  decided  in  1962  to  consider  applications  for 
Discretionary  Grants.  Two  such  applications  were  received  during 
1964  of  which  one  was  subsequently  withdrawn  and  the  other 
refused,  but  later  the  subject  of  an  application  for  a Standard  Grant. 

23  applications  for  Standard  Grants  were  received  for  the 
installation  of  bathrooms,  water  closets,  foodstores,  etc.,  involving 
maximum  grants  totalling  £3,265.  Of  the  23  applications  19  were 
approved,  2 deferred,  1 refused  and  1 withdrawn. 

Since  the  scheme  commenced  in  June,  1959,  to  31st  December, 
1964,  180  applications  have  been  received  of  which  9 were  refused, 
6 deferred  and  one  withdrawn.  Of  the  164  approved,  137  were  from 
owner-occupiers  and  27  concerned  other  dwellings. 

The  provision  of  standard  amenities  to  19  houses  was  com- 
pleted during  the  year  involving  the  provision  of  16  baths,  17  wash- 
hand  basins,  16  hot  water  supplies,  19  internal  water  closets  and 
8 food  stores.  187  inspections  and  visits  were  made. 

There  is  still  a considerable  number  of  good  substantially 
built  terrace  type  houses  in  the  district  suitable  for  improvement, 
and  it  is  difficult  to  understand  why  more  advantage  is  not  taken 
of  the  scheme,  particularly  as  many  of  the  houses  are  owner- 
occupied.  Every  opportunity  is  taken  of  drawing  the  attention  of 
owners  and  occupiers  to  the  scheme  and  advice  and  assistance  is 
readily  given. 

The  Housing  Act  1964,  which  came  into  force  during  August, 
1964,  provides  for  a measure  of  compulsion  to  improve  tenanted 
dwellings  in  improvement  areas  and  tenement  blocks  and  elsewhere 
at  the  request  of  the  tenant. 
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SECTION  F 


Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspection 

There  are  three  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  used 
by  five  butchers  and  all  were  operated  fairly  satisfactorily  during 
the  year.  The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  came  into  force  during 
1963,  under  the  provisions  of  which  all  meat  at  slaughterhouses 
must  be  inspected  and  stamped  before  being  released  for  human 
consumption. 

A 100  per  cent,  inspection  of  all  carcases  continued  to  be 
made,  but  it  is  considered  that  no  system  of  meat  inspection  will 
be  entirely  satisfactory  until  some  control  is  exercised  over  hours 
of  slaughter.  At  the  present  time,  slaughtering  can  take  place  at 
any  hour,  day  and  night,  after  due  notice  has  been  given.  Inspec- 
tion at  the  time  of  slaughter  is  desirable,  and  indeed  if  the 
Regulations  are  to  be  strictly  adhered  to,  it  is  necessary,  but  under 
the  present  arrangements  it  is  impracticable. 

A table  giving  details  of  animals  killed  and  meat  condemned 
is  given  at  the  end  of  this  section. 

Food  Hygiene 

Food  hygiene  has  continued  to  receive  attention  and  regular 
visits  are  made  to  food  pi^emises  particularly  where  food  is 
prepared.  Food  preparing  premises  are  probably  the  greatest 
potential  source  of  food  poisoning  outbreaks.  Although  no  cases 
of  suspected  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year,  it  is 
essential  that  constant  attention  should  continue  to  be  given  to 
hygiene  by  all  persons  engaged  in  the  food  trade.  Many  food 
premises  have,  during  the  past  few  years,  carried  out  structural 
improvements  and  there  is  a continual  increase  in  the  pre-packing 
of  food  with  a reduced  risk  of  contamination,  but  the  general  cleanli- 
ness and  personal  hygiene  of  the  food  handler  is  even  more 
important. 

Milk  Supply 

The  sampling  of  milk  for  bacteriological  cleanliness, 
biological  testing  and  for  analysis  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act 
is  carried  out  by  the  Staffordshire  County  Council. 

All  milk  sold  retail  is  of  three  types  only,  Tuberculin  Tested,” 
“ Pasturised  ” and  “ Sterilised.”  From  October,  1964,  the  designa- 
tion ” Tuberculin  Tested  ” was  changed  to  “ Untreated,” 

There  are  46  persons  registered  as  distributors  of  milk  and 
39  visits  were  made  to  dairies,  milkshops,  etc.
